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Rainfall summary for the seven days ending at 8 hrs. on Thursday, 
the 9th December 1909, based on the Indian Daily Weather‘ 
Reports of the period. 


The storm referred to in last week’s report proved to be one of considerable severity 
Jt approached the Madras coast and then suddenly curving to the north travelled paralle 
“to the north Madras, Orissa and Bengal coasts, finally breaking up on the 6th in the 
Chittagong hills. . It gave rain on the north east coast of the Peninsula, in Bengal’ proper, 
the south of Eastern Bengal and Assam, Upper Burma and on the north Arakan coast, 
and very heavy falls ranging from 5°00” to g'00” were recorded at Waltair, Calingapatam 
and False Point. No rainfall was reported after the disappearance of the storm eg 
from a few observatories in the southwest of the Peninsula. The storm caused the 
= ome of cloud over a very large extent of country com prising ae gpa the whole of 
the Peninsula, the Central Provinces, Central India, northeast India and the northern 
half of Burma’: in all these regions the cloud was accompanied by unusually high night 
temperature. ing
